The  overall  COLOR  and  QUALITY  of  the  following  thirty-two 
early  Proof  Sets  give  them  the  distinct  appearance  of  being  origi- 
nals as  issued  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  During  the  last  fifteen  years  we 
have  had  few  opportunities  to  offer  sets  of  comparable  distinction. 

With  few  exceptions  these  coins  have  not  suffered  the  ravages 
of  time  because  they  were  carefully  stored  for  several  generations. 
They  are  basically  one-owner  sets.  Mr.  Garrett  either  bought  them 
directly  from  the  Mint  or  acquired  them  from  collections  whose 
owners  were  probably  the  original  mint  purchasers. 

Most  of  the  coins  are  toned  and  have  taken  on  a most  magnifi- 
cent coloration.  For  the  purposes  of  a public  exhibition  at  one  time 
it  was  felt  necessary  to  dip  fourteen  of  the  pieces  in  order  to  reveal 
their  high  artistic  beauty.  Nevertheless  all  of  them  must  be  consi- 
dered SUPERB  unless  otherwise  described. 

Sets  of  this  calibre  sell  in  excess  of  catalog.  In  order  to  assist 
you  in  determining  a Guidebook  value  we  have  computed  it  for 
you.  The  information  should  not  be  considered  a limit  or  reserve 
but  is  provided  only  for  your  convenience. 

Some  of  the  sets  were  accompanied  by  their  Bills  of  Sale  from 
the  U.S.  Mint,  reproduced  in  our  Appendix.  The  originals  of  these 
documents  remain  in  the  Archives  of  The  Johns  Hopkins  University. 
We  will  furnish  photostats  of  the  relevant  Bill  of  Sale  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  the  sets. 

We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  quality,  rarity,  and 
desirability  of  these  important  numismatic  items.

The  coins  described  on  the  following  pages  are  unquestion- 
ably the  most  impressive  offering  of  Proof  Gold  in  recent  decades. 
Not  even  the  famous  Theodore  Ullmer  Collection,  sold  by  us  in  May 
1974,  provided  as  many  or  as  choice  an  array  of  Proof  Liberty 
Head  Gold  as  can  be  found  in  the  John  Work  Garrett  Collection. 
The  same  can  be  said  about  our  famous  Samuel  W.  Wolf  son  (1962), 
R.  L.  Miles,  Jr.  (1968),  and  Gaston  DiBello  (1970)  Sales,  to  mention 
only  a few.  In  fact,  we  have  to  go  back  to  the  J.  F.  Bell  Sale  in  1 944 
to  find  a comparable  selection. 

The  striking  feature  of  this  collection,  however,  lies  not  in  its 
size  but  in  the  unusual  nature  of  its  composition.  The  majority  of 
the  coins  are  from  original,  one-owner  Proof  Sets,  of  a quality 
rarely  found  today.  Many  of  them  have  not  seen  daylight  in  three 
quarters  of  a century  and  have  the  light  cloudy  toning  characteris- 
tic of  such  pieces.  Nevertheless  most  of  the  coins  can  best  be 
described  as  resembling  Lalique  crystal  with  a frosty  head  set  in  a 
limpid  pool. 

Some  of  the  sets  were  accompanied  by  their  original  Bills  of 
Sale  from  the  U.S.  Mint.  These  documents  remain  in  the  Archives 
of  The  Johns  Hopkins  University.  We  will  furnish  a photostat  of  the 
relevant  Bill  of  Sale  to  all  those  who  purchase  a coin  from  one  of 
the  Mint  documented  sets. 

Old  friends  familiar  with  our  catalogs  will  notice  that  in  one 
respect  we  have  departed  from  our  usual  style  of  presentation. 
Instead  of  grouping  the  coins  by  denomination  they  have  been 
arranged  individually  by  the  year.  This  will  afford  the  collector 
who  would  like  to  own  a year  set  to  bid  on  each  of  the  denomina- 
tions in  consecutive  order.  To  allow  the  fullest  participation  of  all 
interested  buyers  we  wish  to  emphasize  that  these  choice  Proofs 
will  NOT  be  sold  by  the  set.  BIDDING  MUST  BE  BY  THE  COIN,  NOT 
BY  THE  SET. 
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One  of  the  most  difficult  aspects  of  cataloging  a collection  of 
this  kind  is  to  provide  a meaningful  analysis  of  rarity.  In  our 
opinion  recent  changes  in  the  Guidebook  records  for  some  of  the 
Proof  Gold  coins  of  the  1880' s are  misleading.  The  new  figures 
given  in  the  Guidebook  represent  either  the  quantity  authorized,  or 
the  quantity  struck,  but  NOT  the  number  distributed.  For  this  rea- 
son we  have  used  the  figures  accepted  for  several  years  as  the 
most  useful  estimates  because  they  more  closely  approximate  the 
number  of  coins  that  actually  reached  the  public. 

Arriving  at  these  conclusions  we  have  examined  Mint  Direc- 
tor's reports,  copies  of  documents  in  the  National  Archives,  and 
several  important  Monographs  in  the  field.  In  order  that  the  collec- 
tor may  have  some  idea  of  the  "frequency  of  appearance,"  we 
have  consulted  the  records  of  our  own  auctions  for  the  last  ten 
years.  Nearly  one  hundred  Sales  were  used  in  providing  the  in- 
formation made  available  in  this  catalog. 

It  may  be  decades  before  a collection  comparable  to  this  one 
is  again  available.  When  submitting  bids  please  keep  in  mind  that 
auction  prices  are  determined  by  supply  and  demand.  It  is  hardly 
news  that  the  supply  of  quality  coins  is  not  equal  to  today's  heavy 
demand.  We  urge  you  to  give  the  most  careful  consideration  to  the 
magnitude  and  importance  of  the  opportunity  this  Sale  presents 
and  to  let  these  factors  guide  your  bids.

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PROOF  GOLD  COINS  OF  1875 


The  1875  Proofs  are  unquestionably  the  rarest  of  all  the  annual 
gold  sets  issued  from  1858  to  1915,  the  years  during  which  coins  of 
this  type  were  officially  made  available  to  the  public.  While  mint 
records  indicate  that  only  20  sets  were  actually  struck,  we  doubt  if 
all  of  them  were  distributed.  The  great  scarcity  of  the  coins  is  borne 
out  by  reference  to  our  own  Sale  records  covering  the  last  decade. 
The  Gold  Dollar  appeared  seven  times  (five  coins),  the  Three  Dol- 
lar Gold  six  times  (three  coins),  and  the  Quarter  Eagle  on  only 
three  occasions.  But  significantly  the  Half  Eagle,  the  Eagle,  and 
the  Double  Eagle  did  not  even  appear  once  in  our  sales  during  this 
period  of  time. 

It  is  now  common  knowledge  that  the  Gold  Dollars  and  Three 
Dollars  did  not  pass  into  circulation  with  the  ease  of  the  standard 
Eagle  denominations.  They  tended  to  be  treasured  as  curiosities 
rather  than  used,  as  is  proved  by  the  relative  frequency  of  their 
appearance  compared  with  the  larger  coins.  Understandably  we 
were  unable  to  examine  every  catalog  to  compile  a full  statistical 
record,  but  we  did  consult  several  hundred.  We  found  that  the  last 
Complete  Set  of  six  1875  Proof  Gold  Coins  was  handled  by  B.  Max 
Mehl  in  his  1941  Dunham  Sale.  A number  of  incomplete  sets 
reached  the  market  in  the  following  years.  In  our  1944  J.  F.  Bell 
Sale  the  Eagle  was  missing.  ''The  World's  Greatest  Collection"  sold 
by  Numismatic  Gallery  in  1946  lacked  the  Half  Eagle,  and  the  1954 
Farouk  Sale  had  no  Double  Eagle. 

While  it  would  be  easy  for  the  cataloguer  to  write  at  greater 
length  about  the  importance  of  1875  Gold  Proofs  in  the  U.S.  series, 
the  effort  is  hardly  required.  Their  rarity  is  legendary.  The  pedig- 
ree of  these  particular  specimens  adds  to  their  interest.  They  were 
part  of  the  famous  Ely  Collection.  Mr.  Garrett  obtained  them  from 
W.  Elliot  Woodward  in  the  fabulous  purchase  he  made  in  1883.

No  record  of  sale  in 
over  a decade. 


453  Eagle  ($10.00  Gold).  1875.  20  specimens  struck.  Brilliant  Proof.  Deep  yel- 
low gold  and  simply  beautiful.  No  record  of  sale  in  over  a decade.  A 
very  important  consideration  in  determining  a coin's  worth,  is  the  over- 
all quantity  minted.  ONLY  120  COINS  WERE  STRUCK  INCLUDING 
PROOFS.  The  idea  that  only  100  were  coined  for  the  commercial  world 
is  baffling  to  say  the  least.  Other  than  our  Alto  Sale,  December  1970, 
where  we  sold  a circulated  specimen,  we  have  not  sold  an  1875  Eagle 
at  auction  in  decades. 


454  Half  Eagle  ($5.00  Gold).  1875.  20  specimens  struck.  Brilliant  Proof.  Deep 
yellow  gold  and  a sparkling  beauty.  No  record  of  sale  in  over  a decade. 
Here  again,  total  issuance  is  a very  important  factor  in  arriving  at  the 
value  of  a coin.  ONLY  220  WERE  STRUCK  INCLUDING  PROOFS,  leav- 
ing only  200  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  commerce  and,  of  course,  the 
numismatic  world.  On  an  8-point  Rarity  Table,  both  the  Eagle  and  Half 
Eagle  wouid  justify  a high  Rarity  7. 


455  Three  Dollar  Gold.  1875.  20  specimens  struck.  Brilliant  Proof,  deep  yellow 
gold.  A superb  coin  with  the  usual  "halo"  effect  about  the  head.  The 
records  of  sale  are  as  follows:  Pierce-Jay-Ullmer;  Miles-Dr.  Clarke;  and 
Dr.  Emmons.  A classic  rarity  and  the  first  gold  coin  to  realize  in  excess 
of  $100,000.00  at  a public  auction.
